The Prince had previ- 
ously received many deputations from 
Saxony and was showing the liveliest inter- 
est in current affairs. 

The Prince undoubtedly believes himself 
a coming man for Germany, When asked his 
views on The Hague conference, he said: 

“The Czar is not so earnest a convert to 
the disarmament scheme that he is,willing 
to sacrifice the unbroken tr#ditions of Rus- 
sian government. If he abandoned the most 
cherished conviction of his house he would 
still have to deal with a circle of distrustful 
neighbors. 

“It would be'unfair and discourteous to in-

lem. It is repatriation. I heard it from 
two distinguished North Carolinians, one of 
whom has been in Congress and now holds 
a high State office, the other having just 
returned to his native State from a long 
stay in New Mexioo as a federal Judge. 
These two typical Southerners talk in a 
pessimistic way of the relations of the two 
races in the Squthern States.

I do nat believe that the real root of the 
negro problem lies in the unalterable char- 
acter of the colored people, as my North 
Carolina and Virginia friends assert. They 
admit that the negro is doing the work of 
the South and that as a laborer be is in- 
valuable. Industry ts the foundation of all 
the virtues, and it is plain that from it the 
negro is already developing the kindred vir- 
tue of thrift. The successive censuses taken 
since the civil war show a constant increase 
in the number of colored property-holders. 
The negro is certainly as ambitious as the 
poor white man to have his edu- 
Compared with Poor White. 

He is no more given to crime than is the 
poor white of the South, unless it be to petty 
thieving. He is religious and will give 
money to build a church when he has not a 
good coat to wear. What then is the mat- 
ter with the negro that the whites of the 
South are not willing to let him exercise 
the smallest influence on the result of elec- 
tions and that they get furious at his im- 
pudence if he wants to hold some petty local 
office or to hand out letters at a village post- 
office? I do not think it is his color or his 
c , but it is the fact that they have 
‘mot yet forgotten that he was once their 
slave.

One most practical philanthroptes 
in ons st which aids in fur- 
nishing workingwomen with good, whole- 
some lunches at moderate prices 

in convenient, commodious quarters. There 
are in Chicago at least half a dozen 
clubs which have this for their main 
object, Three of them. were established as 
part of the philanthropic work of the local 
-alumne associations of women's schools, , a3, 
for example, the Ogonts club,” the Occi- 

dent,’ and the Ursala.”" Kilo club, a liter- 
ary, musical, and philanthropic club, con- 
ducts “ the Noonday Reat " as a part of its 
philanthropic work. ‘‘ The Business Wom- 
en's Club of Chicago" has recently opened a 


| lunchroom, which is known as the “ Stenog- 


raphers’. club.” These are the best-known 
clubs conducted purely for mutual benefit, 
with no intention of personal gain or ex- 
ploitatinn on the part of any individuals. 

e Laurel club ts a club conducted much on 
the same. order as those above named and is 
filling a “ long felt want.” supplying lunches 
at reasonable rates to girls in the business 
quarter. 


This work is in harmony with the general | 


movement on the. part of women of the 
leisure clags to give help to their sisters less 
fortunately placed than they, as far as 
worldly wealth is concerned, and to get help 
in the way of lessons of unselfishness, busi- 
ness-like habits, and general independence. 
As one of the ladies remarked, “‘ It is worth 
more than a dozen sermons to see how un- 
selfishly the girls of ‘‘ Occident club” sur- 
render fifteen minutes of their three-quar- 
ters of an hour lunchtime in order to help 
in the serving and thereby promote the wel- 
fare of the club.” 

These clubs have a great many features 
in common. They are now self-supporting, 
although in each case it took some time to 
arrive at the blessed state, They have all 
‘been established within the last six or eight 
years and have educational] features which 
prove a great inducement to the girls. 
Classes in fancywork, French, drawing, 
calestheni¢s, music, and literature are held 
by all of them, and are successful in pro- 
portion to the demand for the different 
branches. Musit and embroidery seem to be 
the most popular. Great expense is saved 
tn service by the fact that, the buffet or 
cafeti@re aystem is employed in all but one | 
instance by the clubs named above. And as 
far as possibly can be done volunteer instead 
of paid labor is employed. Cashiers and 
matrons are, as a rule, with the matron’s 
assistants, the only paid employés,. Food is 
uniformly well prepared, cheap, ‘wholesome, 
and varied. No single dish costs more than 
five cents, The following is a sample

One thing against their 
helping the class which really stands«most- 
“{n"need of the benefits culture and refining 
graces can bring ts their location, which is 
generally in the heart of the city. Stenog- 
raphers, bookkeepers, and clerks in the dry 
goods stores are thé class now reached. But 
factory girls of all sorts do not seem to be 
able, either for reasons of convenience or 
others, ta receive the benefit of this means 
of getting a good bot lunch at as low a price, 
It canhot be that-price stands in their way, 
for food is served at cost, and sometimes 
below. ne of the clubs, the Ogontz, is 
located where it could reach the giris in the 
printing offices, etc., but even there the class 
that comes to the rooms is made up of ste- 
nographers, bookkeepers, etc. The mem- 
bers of the club would be delighted to have 
the other girls, but it is difficult to get them 
out. One reason is, they generally work 
in different clothes from their street attire, 
and to go out would necessitate a change.

It is @ well established fact t t the Chi- 
nese government employed a secret society, 
known as the “ Black Flags,” against the 
French, as well as against the Japanese, 
This society waged war against the French 
for years with the connivance of the Chi- 
nese’ government, and it is the cause why 
Japan has never yet come into actual pos- 
session of Formosa. In both cases the Black 
Fiags were joined by numerous Chinese ad- 
venturers who had no connection with the 
secret organization, but simply flocked to at 
with a view to spoils. __—.. 

The Black Flags have a membertaip ot 
‘pure Chinese extraction only and do not ad- 
mit Tartars or even Manchu half-breeds. 
They are looked on by the people as a kind 
of league of patriots, organized to protect the 
independence of the people against the 

darins in the first. place and ultimately 
inst the Manchu government in Peking. 
@ existence and infivence of these revo- 
jutionary secret societies can be understood 
only if the organization of the Chinese Em- 
ire and the manner of its government are 
rne in mind. There is, perhaps, no 
on earth less governed and none enjoys a 
ré absolute degree of home rule in ite 
internal affairs tham ‘the Chinese. The 
Viceroys and mandarine are to the people 
little more than the delegates of the Em-
